BRANSCOM HAULED UP 


On a Very Scrious Criminal Charge. 
New York,July 29.—Detective Pinkerton 
with Captain W. Cooper, chief of police, of 
Jacksonville, Fla., appeared at the Toombs 
police court this morning, having in charge 
G. M. Branscom, of G Branscom & 
. Orange ers and commission 
merchants of Jacksonville, Fla, who is 
charged with forgery of bonds representing 
$137,000, known as sanitary improvement 
bonds of Jacksonville, drawing interest at 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum, payable in 
1898. 

The information which enabled Pinker- 
ton to prevent the flooding of the market 
with these forged bonds reached him about 
the first of July, when an attache of the 
Brooklyn Eegie informed him that a man 
stopping at French’s hotel had induced 
a friend—a boy working in the Eagle oftice 


circumstances were of a suspicious charac- 
ter. It was learned that the boy was Arthur 


lyn, who,,while out of work, was sitting in 
the city hall park, when a gentleman 
asked him about his handwriting and invi- 
ted him to French’s hotel. ‘there he copied 
a letter and his penmanship appear to 
give satisfaction. 

He was then told he would be written for 
within a week. In a few days he was 
directed to call at the hotel, were he signed 
the name of A. J. Baldwin, chairman, toa 
large number of bonds, receiving one bun- 
dred and fifty dollars for his services.

The 
name of J. Baldwin, executed by Ryerson, 
was that of the former mayor of Jackson- 
ville. 

Branscom said that about $25,000 of bonds 
were in the hands of merchants who were 
innocently betrayed into aiding his scheme. 
His intention was to put up these as collat- 
erals to get goods and procure money to 
move his orange crop north this 
fall. He had made partial § ar- 
rangements to this effect and had 
deposited with F. 8. Atwater, dealer in 
bags, at No. 33 Pearl street, $25,000 in 
bonds; with B. E. Hale & Co., 55 Park 
Place, $13,000. The money deposited with 
Mr. Atwater was for bags; the collaterals 
with Mr. Hale were for orange paper, and 
those left with Mr. Haven were to cover 
money advances. His arrangements were 
not entirely completed. The bonds were 
lithographed by C. G. Crawford of 49 
and 51 Park Place on what purported 
to be a genuine order from _ the 
mayor of Jacksonville addressed 
to Branscom to havethem done. They had 
previously executed similar orders and 
these were struck off on the original plate. 
Branscom presented references from Jack- 
sonyille to Crawford which were accepted 
as genuine. He had seals cut by two dif- 
ferent men on William street. e wanted 
them to cut a representative of the signa- 
tures, but they refused to comply with 
his wishes, ne doubt under an ap- 
prehension that he might use 
them for some improper purpose. 
He was about to leave for the west to make 
arrangements for shipping fruits this fall, 
but did not intend to use counterfeit instru- 
ments. Immediately after counterfeiting 
tbe impression of the seal on the bonds, he 
carried the plate seal on board of the Faul- 
ton ferry-boat and threw it overboard into 
the river. The accused was committed 
temporarily, on this showing of facts, to 
awaitexamination. _

A FOUL STOMACH” 


MAKES DR. TANNER FEEL QUEER. 


The Constitution of the Fasting Doctor Grows 
Alarming—Seised With Congestion and 
Mucus Dichargee—A Breese of Ex- 
citement Among the Watchers. 


New York, July 29.—At 10:30 last night, 
Dr. Tanner was suddenly taken sick. He 
complained of a pain in his stomach and 
nausea, and threw up some thick mucus 
fluid. Much alarm was felt at first for fear 
the sickness would prove too much for the 
doctor in his feeble condition. An alco- 
holic vapor bath was ordered by the phy- 
sicians to quicken circulation and secure, if 
possible, free perspiration. After taking 
the bath, the doctor spoke of feeling better, 
and after a few minutes lay down and fell 
asleep. At midnight he was once 
mfore resting quietly, being very 
closely watched. At _ihailf past 
one o'clock this morning Dr. Tanner was 
sleeping quietly. His condition was in no 
way changed. When last taken his temper- 
ature was 89 2-5, his pulse 74 and his res- 
piration 16. At 8:30 p.m., Dr. Tanner 
drank eight ounces of mineral water, much 
against the advice of Dr. Miller, under 
whose care he was at the time. He was very 
impatient and restless. He refused to take 
his bath until the arrival of Dr. Gunn. 
There was a decided change. for the worse 
in Dr. Tanner’s condition to-day. He is 
weaker than at any time during his fast, 
and his eyes are dull and heavy. At noon 
he was suffering pain, though he denied 
the evident fact. The symptoms were so 
alarming during the merning that his phy- 
sicians decided to have beef extractand warm 
water and brandy ready for emergency. 
The doctor is much troubled with wind on 
the stomach. but while making light of 
symptoms says if hiccougbs set in he 
will at once break fast. At 1 o'clock this 
morning three ouncesof warm water was 

ven him to relieve pain. 
ater he again complained, and 
asked fora few drops of peppermint, but 
was refused. He sought relief at poundin 
on his ribs. After hisreturn from his usua 
morning walk he was given a little ice 
water and a small piece of ice. He soon 
after vomited near! y an ounce and a half of 
mucus tinged with bile. He was weak and 
helpless nearly an hour afterwards. At 
one time he took warm: foot baths to relieve 
the congestion of the stomach by increas- 
ing the activity in the blood circulation. 
He thinks he has caughta slight cold. He 
was asleep when the thirty-second day was 
entered On at noon.

At 3:20 this afternoon Dr. Tanner’s con- 
dition was not materially changed. His 
pulse was 82, temperature 953 5, and respi- 
ration 15. His weight was found to be 127}, 
a loss of half a pound in 24 hours. 


The Thirtieth Day’s Experience. 
New York, July 27.—The thirtieth day 
of Dr. Tanner’s great fast began at noon to- 
day, without the slightest sign of breaking 
down. In fact, his ability to go through 
with his almost superhuman task was never 
shown so satisfactorily as to-day. He him- 
self asserted that he never felt better in his 
life, and that fasting had its periods of men- 
tal sprees as well as feasting. 

Sym pathizing ladies called upon him by 
se enete and Fanuioed after his health. He 
slept longer last night than usual between 
his cups, and arose at five o’clock, feeling 
very much refreshed from the night’s rest. 
anner took his usual drive to Central 
park in the morning to have his demijohn 
filled. The drive lasted two hours, and he 
was somewhat fatigued when he reached 
his cot once more. He had another good 
sleep. 
At half-past four o’clock this afternoon 
Dr. Tanner was on the flaur of the hall, 
where he has been holding his forty days’ 
fast, promenading around at one moment, 
sitting down at another, and in the best of 
spirits. ‘‘Why,’’ said he, “It seems to me 
that I could go twenty five or thirty more 
days without distressing myself.”’ 
At two o’clock the daily diagnosis by Dr. 
Gunn showed the following result, aston. 
ishing for thirty days without food: Pulse, 
84; temperature, 93-80; respiration, 14; the 
sphymograpbic tracings full, strong and 
regular—the best yet; weight, 130 pounds, 
ubsisting on water, diminishing in 
height, increasing in weight, and feeling 
better than he had felt fora week—such 
was thecondition of Dr. Tanner this even- 
ing. When he had been weighed and it 
had been found that he was heavier by a 
quarter of a pound than he was the day be- 
fore, the phisycians and spectators looked 
at each other as if they thought that this 
thing neededan explanation. The physi- 
cians had calculated that the faster wouid 
lose flesh at the rate of about one pound 
a day. Instead of doing as he was expect- 
ed to, Dr. Tanner, showed to-day that he 
had only lost two pounds inthe last two 
weeks. Thus, yesterday he weighed 130 
unds which is only two — ess than 
e weighed on the 14th of July. 

Some of the physicians present explained 
that these curious facts about the faster’s 
weight were owing to his free or moderate 
use of water. 

That Dr. Tanner was in better health than | 
he was a week ago everybody could see by 
the appearance of his face as well as by his 
actions. He felt still more confident than 
ever in his ability to accomplish his task of 
fasting for forty days, and said if anybody 
desi it for scientific purposes he could 
give a few days extra. e also said that he 
thought the fast would-do him good. ‘‘It 
will be like a new birth of life,” he said. 
All the man’s senses seem now to have be- 
come intensified. He seems to be able to 
detect the odor of tobacco sinoke from a 
distance almost as far as any other person 
could see it. His sense of hearing is very 
acute, and his vision is perfect. The jokes 
he cracks, and the quickness at repartee 
show that his mental powers are pe cul 
bright and active. To-night he show 
signs of irritabilitv, but was talkative an 
cheerful most of the time, and w hile ot 
riding last evening he kept his three watcb- 
ersin a roar of laughter a good part of the 
time. 
During the afternoon the fasting man 
was occasionally entertained with singing 
and playing by the musical people who 
called. A band of “Spanish students’ gave 
a regular performance from 5 to6 o’clock. 
They occupied chairs in the middle of the 
hall, while Dr. Tanner sat on the side of 
his cot up in the gallery. At the end of 
each piece the doctor applauded vigorously 
by tapping the floor with his cane. The 
sound of a number of steam whistles at 6 
o’clock aroused his spirits, as he knew he 
would soon be on the road for a drive. The 
carriage arrived a few minutes later, and, 
accom panied by three watchers, the fasting 
man started out for his lar evening ride. 
While passing through One Hundred and 
Fifth street from the river-side drive to Cen- 
tral park, a lady came out of a house and 
presented Dr, Tanner with a bouquet. Re- 
turning to Clarendon hall, Dr. Tanner 
stopped a few minutes inthe parlor. Hear- 
ing that.about fifty ladies and gentlemen 
were waiting in the hail to see him, he got 
up and ascended two flights of stairs on a 
run, followed by the three watchers. 

At 11 o’clock he was sleeping soundly.

Her 
executive talent was marked, and whilst 
she was an earnest worker herself she in- 
spired others with her own enthusiasm. 
Though a born leader, she was far from be- 
ing arrogant, and would dissent from the 
opinions of others without being offensive. 
doen Laeger beauty, enhanced by the 
higher beauty of mind, made her a most 
entertaining guest in all circles, and her 
brilliant repartee and refined wit will be 
remem be long after the voice which ut- 
tered them-has been hushed. 
Those who knew Mrs. Ball only as she 
appeared in public, or in society generally, 
might not forma true estimate of her 
character. In their view, she might have 
appeared to be merely a woman of the 
world—cold, fashionable, frivolous. But 
her friends knew her asa woman of real 
heart quickly touched by the sorrows of 
others, and prompt to help them by per- 
sonal services and sacrifices. Many a weary 
day and many a sieepless night she has 
passed in ministries at the bedsides of the 
sick and dying when thesufferers had upon 
her only the claims of acommon humanity. 
If any of her friends were made odious 
through misrepresentation and were avoided 
by their former associates, her heart went 
outin sympathy towardsthem, and by 
incr demonstrations of kindness she 
sought to compensate for the estrangement 
of others. The writer remembers that when 
going to the house of the Rev. Mr. Porter 
(formerly pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church) who was smitten with sudden ill- 
ness and death, he found Mrs. Ball at his 
bedside soothing with tender hand his 
dying pillow and speaking in sympa- 
thizing tones to the weeping wife 
beside him. With this true woman’s heart 
she “grappled her friends to her soul with 
hooks of steel.’ The tears which fill their 
eyes on every mention of her decease attest 
the powerful hold she had taken of their 
strongest affections. Most heartily can I 
condole with them and with your commu- 
nity on the loss of a lady so well fitted by 
nature and by culture to adorn any so- 
ciety. 
Iam writing these lines from the very 
summit of the Alleghanies, in the heart of 
the keystone state.

He is an 
Atlanta boy, and is an honor to his native 
city. 
Though here in Hancock’s own state and 
with the presidential election at hand the 
subject of politics is scarcely mentioned.

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THE BOHEMIAN WIFE 


INFURIATED HUSBAND. 


AND HER 


A Friend of the Pamily Forces the Wife and is 
Brained by Her Husband—A Horrible 
| An Old German Wife Robs _ 
Husband and Runs Away. 


Bartimore, July 29.—A terrible tragedy 
occurred this morring in northeast Balti- 
more. Bohemians inhabit Abbott and Barnes 
streets. Many of them are not able to tent 
entire houses, and families very often take 
flats or single rooms. Matias Duornicky, a 
hard-working man, rented the upper floor 
of 34 Abbott street, and allowed a country- 
man named John Schacha, who had been in 
America but a few weeks, to occupy an ad-» 
joining room to that in which he had his 
wife and family, consisting of a little girl 
and an infant in arms. He had been 
hard at work all day yesterday, fixing up 
the cellar of Anton Zinker, which had been 
flooded by the recent rain. He had been 
kind to Schacha, and had supplied him 
frequently with the necessaries of life, 
which he was not able to earn for himself 
on account of his very recent advent in this 
country. 

When he knocked off work yesterday 
evening at six o’clock, he betook himself 
to his humble lodgings and had supper 
with his wife and children. He bethought 
himself of the danger to Zinker’s cellar 
from the rain that was threatening, and 
which came down shortly afterward, and 
paid a visit after supper to the scene of 
his» labors. He secured the walis of the 
cellar so that they would not tumble down, 
and removed his tools to his own dwelling, 
where the basement needed repairs, 
About eleven o'clock ‘he went up to his 
room and discovered his friend in the room 
with his wife. Duornicky is a very small 
man, but he made a desperate attempt to 
reach the villain. Schacha made his escape 
through the door, and the injured man’s 
wife informed him that Schacha had forced 
himself into her room and taken liberties 
with her, being a strong, large man. She 
said she had put her head out of the win- 
dow and cried for the police without avail, 
and she had called upon the neighbors to 
assist her, which was subsequently corrob- 
orated by declarations to a reporter. 

Daornicky was worked up to the highest 
pitch of excitement, and would not listen 
to his wife’s assertions. Accordingly to the 
custom of his country, he gave hera whip- 
ping and left the house. He went down to 
Zinker’s and waked him and told him he 
was a ruined man, and detailed the circum- 
stances in which he had found his wife and 
behaved like a maniac. He trod the streets 
for hours, and during this time must have 


secured an axe, possibly out of the cellar of 


Zinker. 

About two o’clock at night be went up to 
his rooms, and found Schacha sleeping very 
comfortably on a lattice-work in the rear of 
his apartments, He made an effort then to 
kill him, with the axe he carried, 
but Schacha, being the more 
powerful, disarmed him. He bided his 

time, however, and about half-past five 

o’clock this morning recovered his axe, and 

drawing back the blankets over the sleep- 

ing man’s face, buried the butt end of it in 

the skull of the unsuspecting victim. He 

may havestruck him a number of times. 

He does not recollect himself how often, 

but the axe retains upon its face the clotted 

blood, hair and brains. 

The brains of the victim bespattered the 

lattice-work on which he was resting, and 

his blood, coagulated, formed a great big 

puddle on the roof beneath. 

Schacha was removed to the city hospital, 

but expired about eleven o’clock this 
morning without having a conscious mo- 
ment. 

The wife of the homicide seems deep! 
afflicted by the situation of her heatond 
who isin one of the cells of the station- 
house. She says she made every effort to 
rid herself of Schacha; that he came home 
very much the worse for. liquor and burst 
open her door, and that she bad _ no idea of 
being unfaithful to her husband. Sympa- 
thy ) de Duornicky seemed universal in the 
vicinity of his dwelling.

Victoria Ceaaing Hamid te be Mere 
Yielding, 

Lonpon, July 29.—In the house of com- 
mons this evening Sir Charles Dilke, under 
forei secretary, confirmed the accuracy 
of published accounts of the porte’s reply 
to the collective note of the powers.

The Terrible Disaster to British Arms —— ° 


Lowpox, July 29.—A Dublin dispatch to 
to the Times says: “ The news of the disas- 
ter in Afghanistan has caused the deepest 
sorrow and consternation here. So profound 
an impression has not been produced on the 
public mind since the first battle of the 
Crimea.” . 
The news has caused great excitement in 
the house of commons. The marquis of 


Hartington, secretary of state for India, is 
expected to make a further statement to- 
day. 

‘The Standard this morning says one dis- 
tinct and fixed point is that our su- 
premacy must be signally and 
effectually vindicated and the 
crushing disaster avenged in the sight of 
Afghanistan and India. It is not known 

whether General Burrows himself is saved. 

The queen was immediately telegraphe:l 

to on the receipt of the news, and all the 

ministers had an informal conference. The 

date of the attack is not given, but the 

military authorities believe it took place Sat - 
urday or Sunday last. 
The Times, in its financial article this 

morning, says: ‘Disaster has depressed 

eastern exchanges and weakened Indian 

securities, besides causing a gloomy feeling 

generally, as these constantly recurring 

troubles in the country itself on one or the 

other frontiers tend to shake the people's 

confidence in that dependency, ever settling 

down intoa state that will cause anxiety 

and expense to the home government.’

From 
Cabul we learn that complications 
are already arising at Ghuznee, and there 
can be no doubt that defeat will exercise 
immense effect on the situation at Cabul. 
It is considered certain that Ayoob Khan's 
attitude will modify the resolution to leave 
Abdurrahman Khan to establish himself, 
aided only by money, and that evacua- 
tion must be delayed. The opinion i: 
unanimous as to the absolute necessity o/ 
complete revindication of our arms. 

The troops now under orders for Bombay 
are the 38th regiment Ist battalion of the 
23d regiment, and the King’s Dragoon 
Guards, from Cape of Good Hope. The In. 
dian troop ship, Euphrates, was to leave for 
Bombay in August, the Malabar and 
Jumna were to leave in September, and th 
Serapis and Crocodile in October. Two of 
these vessels can be ready in a week. 

The following dispatch has been received 
from the governor of Bombay: General 
Phayre, replying to a telegram asking for 
all particulars of the disaster, telegraphs 
from Quittah to-day as follows: *‘The fol- 
lowing are notes of a conversation held 
yesterday morning with General Primrose, 
before the wires were cut. General Prim- 
rose said: “I am anxious tw -ee you coming 
in with as large a force as you can. Small 
parties of General Purrows’s force are con- 
stantly arriving. It would appear that they 
were only pursued three or four miles. I 
have not yet ascertained the losses, but I 
fear that they are severe. I have sent 
out men to assist the stragglers. 
The men are very strong in artillery. 
They have 35 guns, which they work well. 
General Burrows and the wali, Sbere Ali, 
are all right. The latter has reached Can- 
dahar. Dr. Harvey says only two of our 
guns were lost, others are coming ip.” 

Here foliows a list of eight British offi- 
cers killed and five wounded, Nine offli- 
cers have arrived safely in Candahar. This 
is all we know. 

A Bombay dispatch to the Standard says 
that news of the disaster was brought to 
Candahar by thirty Indian horsemen, who 
had ridden for their lives. Great anxiety 
is felt concerning the garrison of Khelat 
Igelzoi, consisting of four guns, a squadron 
of the third Scinde Horse, two companies 
of the Sixty-sixty regiment, the Fourth 
regiment of Bombay native infantry and 
one company of the Twenty-sixth regiment 
of Bombay native infantry. 

Lonpon, July 20.—The St. James Gazette 
this evening says: ‘‘News to-day from Af- 
ghanistan shows that yesterday’s telegrams 
ex rated (;eneral Burrows’s defeat.Canda 
har ought to be perfectly safe.

Commissioners of Streets. 

In another column will be found an in- 
terview with Col: George Adair—always 
practical and progressive—in which he 
suggests that we should have added to 
the city government a board of street 
commissioners. 

We indorse the suggestien as an emi- 
neut!y wise one. Atlanta is getting to be 
such a large city that she should have 
her various departments in charge of sep- 
arate boards, who should be directly re- 
sponsible for the proper maintenance of 
those departments. Our experience has 
shown that the division of labor and re- 
sponsibility works well. No one candeny 
that our police force is much more effi- 
cient and active since it has been under 
charge of the commissioners. No one 
believes that the schools or the water 
works could have been as well managed 
by the council. And yet none of these 
departments so imperatively demand a 
systematic administration as the depart- 
ment of streets and sewers. 

It cannot be denied that if all the 
money expended and work done on the 
streets and sewers since the war had 
been under the direction of a board of 
active men, rising above local preferénce 
or demand and working ona gradual and 
logical system, we should have had now 

_ smooth streets and sufficient sewerage, 
instead of the cobble-stome patchwork 
that is at once our shame and our dan- 
ger. Itis equally safe to say that if the 
money that we can afford to spend inthe 
next five years and the labor we can fur- 
nish be wisely administered and ad- 
justed we shall have substantial and sat- 
isfactory results at the end of that time. 
If things are continued as they are how- 
ever we may expect to see our funds 
wasted and our labor misapplied, and 
the streets and sewers growing» worse 
year after year. It is no reflection on 
the street committees, past or present, to 
say these things. The trouble is that 
they are all working at haphazard, with- 
out system or responsibility, and with no 
end but to pacify neighborhoods and 
conciliate local constituencies. Let us 
have the street commissioners by all 
means. ae

** What is the remedy, colonel?’’ : 

‘* We need a board of street commissioners, just 
as all large cities have. I know there is some ob- 
jection to so man ete.; but l think the 
— will sve all we have created so far 

ve worked well. Weare spending money and 
work on our strects every year but to little real 
ek advantage. We patch uP and piddle 

e job instead of working logically. I mean 
no leflection on the clever gentleman who is 
chairman of the committee on streets. He, I be- 
lieve is only following the precedent of all his 

redecessors 10 cutting down hillsand fillin 
follows near hisown property. But the whole 
plan and system of working the streets is radically 
wropg. To reach a remedy let us analyze the 
way it is done. When a new council is elected, the 
mayor appoints committees to take charge of the 
different departments of the city government. 
The chairman generally takes charge. This one 
man has all the direction and control of the street 
hands, at least by custom. In the very nature of 
things, he discovers the streets near his own resi- - 
dence are in bad condition, and to remedy this 
he immediately goes to work. He canuot run 
over the whole city from day to day, and by the 
time he gets his part of town worked out the ap- 
propriation is gone, and he receives the censure 
of ail other parts of the city.’ 

“How would you get to work on this?"’ 
‘*Let the charter be changed. I don’t want to 
alarm the strict constitutionists. Lam not pro- 
posing to open a hole in the treasury, but to pro- 
tect and economize expenditures of whatever 
amount the city officiais in their wisdom may see 
fit to appropriate. Then appoint three commis- 
sioners, with authority to employ a comp.tent 
superintendent—outside of politics—who shall 
devote ali his time, under the direction of the 
commissioners, in directing the work under a 
proper system, where the whole situation can be 
taken in, the force divided into squads, one on 
repairs, another on new streets, as sound judg- 
ment may suggest; not under the inspiration of 
favoritism or influence, but upon the merits of 
the work. The center of the city should be made 
ble for drays or wagous—the constant 
locdem of trade—next, the main streeti Tm 
into the country should be ized. It 
could soon be done—one side first and the other as 
means would furnish. Ina few yearsall could 
be accomplished. ‘‘A stitch in time saves nine,”’ 
and if repairs were promptly attended to undera 
ular syetem, one dol ar would do as much as 
nine under the present management. The pub- 
lic schools, water works and police are all regu- 
lated by commissioners and it is a great improve- 
ment onthe old system. Let the streets and 
sewers be placed under the same kind of manage- 
ment and immediate and permanent improve- 
ments will be the result. The same commission- 
ers should have charge of the streets and sewers 
so as to prevent conflict. I could amplify this 
subject, but merely desire to point out a plan of 
relief and leave itto the sound judgment and 
good sense that characterizes the business men 
of our city.”’

FLOWERS. 


It is rather a matter of surprise that far- 
mers’ wives and daughters do not cultivate 
flowers to a greater extent. Every little 
8 of eens around the front yard in 
the city is devoted to flowers; hanging bas- 
kets are suspended in halls and even the 
windows are ornamented with boxes. Why 
should not females in the country 
have the same love for these  beau- 
tiful and sweet gifts of God. In the country 
it would seem they would afford additional

riends to those having the care of them. 


—Never give water when the soil is moist 
to the but wait until it is dry; as a 
matter of course there are exceptions; as 
some plants will not bloom or grow without 
plenty of water. The healthiest plants re- 
quire the most water. Drai is to the 
plants what digestion is to the human 
system. Always put bits of charcoal, or 
mortar, in the bottem of

—Bulbs require a very light and loose 
soil, Jong and spreading rots a heavier and 
coarser soil than others. 

—A liquid manure for plants: Mix 
half a peck of stable sweepings with a quart 
of pulverized charcoal ina three gallon ves- 
sel, and fill up the vessel with soft water. 
After it has stood a week the liquid will be 
ready for use. Water plants with this three 
days consecutively, once in three weeks, 
during their earliest growth and blooming.

—Plants grown in small pots bloom more 
freely than those grown in large ones, but 
are more liable to injury from drying of the 
earth. 3 
WHEAT CULTURE. 
Success in wheat growing is very largely 
due to the proper preparation of tbe so1! 
both as regards jpreparation of the ground 
and the fertilization. Ground should be 
thoroughly plowed, the soil fined, and 
there should be a judicious application of 
plant food. Plant fuod should be placed 
within the reach of thesmall rootlets of the 
wheat plant, so that the roots of both the 
first and second stages of the plant may 
find nourishment to transmit to the grow- 
ing plant. The.soil must be worked to iis 
very finest possibility, for if the land is 
composed ot clods, the plant will haye a 
poor place to extend its roots and allow the 
air free circulation through the soil. The 
wheat plant, too, being a surface feeder, 
must have its food handy. To get the best 
results wheat lands should be twice plowed, 
thoroughly rolled, the manure applied, and 
the lands so worked as to incorporate the 
plant food with the soil. Manuring, har- 
rowing and rolling are apt to insure a wheat 
crop. 
THE FARMER OF THE FUTURE 

Must be a farmer of resource; he must 
be ready to adapt himself tou new circum 
stances and to adopt new crops when be 
finds he is undersold, He must look upon 
the air and thesoil as his agents for the pro- 
duction of vegetable and animal forius, the 
precise type of which must depend upon 
the supply and demand. If au iron man 
finds he bas a strong competitor in the sale 
of locks, he turns bis attention to lamps, or 
something else and so must the farmer.
